At  about  3i<*5  a.K.  November  24,  1963  Mr.  Hswaome  of  tbs  Federal 
Bureau  of  investigation  aallad  this  offloa  and  statad  his  offlea 
had  raoalvad  an  anonynous  sail  from  a male  individual  indie ating 
that  a group  was  going  to  kill  Oswald  that  day,  that  night  or  tha 
following  day.  Collar  statad  that  ha  did  not  want  any  offioar  hurt, 
that  was  tha  raason  for  the  oall,  but  they  wars  going  to  kill 
Oswald  and  there  was  nothing  anyone  oould  do  about  it. 

Subsequently  about  5»00  A.!*,  or  5«30  A.M.  X called  Captain  Frits 
at  bona  and  related  substanoe  of  tha  threatening  oall.  Captain 
Frits  told  ne  Chief  Curry  was  handling  the  transfer  of  Oswald  and 
suggested  1 oall  his. 

Between  5>30  ;..M.  and  5i45  a.K.  Deputy  Cox  or  Coy,  exact  name 
unknown,  of  the  Dallas  Sheriff's  Offiee  o ailed  this  office  and 
stated  that  Sheriff  Decker  had  instructed  hist  to  oall  the  Dallas 
Police  Department  and  request  that  Chief  Curry  oall  hin  about  the 
transfer  of  Oswald,  the  Deputy  Sheriff  indioated  sheriff  Deoker 
wanted  Oswald  moved  as  soon  as  possible. 

As  1 recall  1 had  a second  conversation  with  Captain  Frits  regarding 
Deoker  wanting  to  move  Oswald  as  aoon  as  possible.  Frits  stated 
that  I should  oall  Chief  Curry. 

About  61OO  A.M.  X attempted  to  oall  Chief  Curry  at  hone.  The 
telephone  was  busy,  and  after  about  fifteen  minutes,  I asked  the 
operator  to  check  the  line  for  conversation.  Ohs  reported  trouble 
on  the  line. 

gy  this  time  it  was  approximately  bi!5  A.M.,  and  Captain  C.E.  Talbert 
relieved  ne.  X told  Talbert  of  the  threat,  of  the  Deputy  Sheriff's 
oall,  and  ny  attempt  to  oontaot  Chief  Curry.  Captain  Talbert  said 
he  would  send  a squad  by  the  residence  of  Chief  Curry  and  have  him 
call  the  office.
